Necessary  steps  were  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection 
and  there  were  no  further  cases. 


Diphtheria .  Once  again  it  is  pleasing  to  report  the  absence 
of  diphtheria,  and  it  is  now  over  fifteen  years  since  a  case 
was  notified. 


Details  supplied  by  the  Local  Health  Authority 
show  that  during  the  year  1961,  308  children  received 
primary  immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  166  children 
were  given  a  ’booster  dose’ .
